The  Cottage  Tulips  owe  their  name  to  the  fact  that  many  of  them  have 
been  found  growing  in  the  gardens  of  the  country  houses  and  cottages  in 
England  and  France.  All  colors  are  represented,  from  the  most  delicate 
pastels  to  the  most  brilliant  reds.
